Mrs. E. J. Quinn, who attended the 
Minnesota Federation 
of 
Women's 
Clubs in Minneapolis Feb. 18 and 19 
at Curtis Hotel, as a delegate from 
the Community Council read a de­ 
cidedly interesting report 
of 
the 
meeting. 
Speaking of the work Mrs. 
Quinn said. “ Bills framed, pending 
and in ftie making were considered 
by nj ore than 500 deelgates repre­ 
senting the 33,500 club women in 
the state. 
Bills pertaining to voca­ 
tional education, public health, civil 
service, social and indiistrial condi­ 
tions come in for attention. 
It was 
the first time the club women had 
come together as full fledged citizens 
during a legislative session. 
Their 
belief i n .the efficacy of 
tile 
ballot 
and Qie value of good citizenship was 
^narked in all the discussions. Many 
of the clubs in preparation for spring 
elections, have la ig e classes in citi­ 
zenship." 
Miss Drew of the N. P. hospital 
outlined the work of the nutritional 
or "growing class" 
for 
children, 
which is being conducted under the 
auspices of tile N. P. Benevolent As­ 
sociation and Miss Michael, School 
and City Nurse. 
As malnutrition is not caused by 
insufficient food alone, but by lack 
of home control, over fatigue, fault 
food habits and faulty health habits 
there is great need of 
the 
coopera­ 
tion of parents. 
The class, which 
has had two meetings and w ill me*! 
every two weeks until school closes 
is guided by six rules: ( I ) Drink no 
tea or coffee; 
(2) Drink plenty of 
milk; (3) Go to bed early; (I ) Eat 
breakfast every day; (5) Eat plenty 
of vegetables; (6) Wash hands and 
wash teeth before 
and 
after 
all 
meals.

Brainerd 
women are awake to the needs, civic

As stated by a Brainerd hotelman, 
Minnesota it adopting the bill, would 
be the only state in the union having 
such a law in forge. 
It would render 
a hotelman liable to a fine of $50 if 
his porter, for instance, accepted a IO 
cent tip while moving a trunk for a 
patron. 
The Dispatch bas not thoroughly 
examined the hill, hut it would seem 
at first blush that a hill

voked a penalty on a hotel proprietor 
when some employes 
broke 
orders 
and tho law and accepted a tip. was 
not an equitable proceeding.

A tip may he canli, merchandise, etc., 
and a strict interpretation might con­ 
sider free railway transportation in 
the light of a free gift.
